CONDITIONS OF ADMISSION: 
1st—The Candidate must be of legitimate birth, and come from an honest family. 


2d.—He must not have any debts or obligations of which he could not rid himself of before 
entering the novitiate. 


3d.—He must have a certificate of good character from his Parish Priest, or a letter from his 
Bishop. 


The Bishops or Pastors who desire to intrust us with the care of some of their 
institutions are requested to write to The Superior. 

We hope that every Priest will understand that nothing is more worthy of their 
attention and their zeal at this moment than the encouragement of the religious vocation. 
“The Harvest is ripe, but the Laborers are few.” 

How many young people are not called to the priesthood and yet feel a vocation for 
a religious life, where they can consecrate their zeal to the Glory of the Most High, and to 
the solace of humanity, in giving to the world the example of self denial and of all the 
evangelical virtues.
